Under the microscope ono is .able 
lo .--co th« roots oC lliis (ilant. Tho 
more common typo grows entirely 
underneath tho water. On the stem 
arc lo bo noticed thé ninny leaves 
and tho moro nunfcrous small minute 
bladders. As the outer covering Is 
transparent no hindcranco to inspect 
Ihc interior is offered. It look.s as 
though there was something inside of 
a thick cloudy substance. This sub- 
stance is composed of the partly di- 
gested animal life that has been 
trapped by the plant. One plant has 
been found to have as many as 21 
various animals in it.

New Scholarships 
OHeEd,This Year 



Fund For British And Amer- 
ican Students , 



The Charles and Laily Henry Fund 
Heholarshlps, which will bo offered 
annually to four British students tor 
study at Harvard and Yale, and to 
four American .-itudcnls for study at 
Oxford and Cambridge, will be avail- 
able next year for the fir.st ilino. 

These sclioUirshlps, each of which 
will have an annual stipend of £500 
sterling, were established by the be- 
f|ueath of I^dy .lulla l-ewlsolin lleni-y, 
"In the oariH-.sl lioiie and ib^^ln; of 
cementing tlio bonds of fi-lendslilij be- 
tween the IbltL-ili lilmpire and the 
United States." 

Under the, terms of the fund, four 
scholarships are offered to Hrillsh 
students entering Harvard and Vale 
ua iiniiert!iaduate.s or lor a iiostgra- 
dnate course, and similarly to four 
American students entering Oxford 
and Cambridge. Norinully, tho scho- 
larships will be awarded for a single 
yeor, but they may, in ixrtiiiloiial 
cuses, be cxleuded for ii. second year. 
Women Eligible 

The fund Is administered by twelve 
trustees aiipolnted by the Universities 
of Oxford, Cambridge, Harvurd, and 
ynlc. Candidates must present evi- 
dence that l|iey are seriously lnti;i-- 
estcd In developing llio opporlunitler' 
offered by tl)o fjliarlos and .Julia 
Henry Fund Scholarships, and thai 
they arc per.sons of sufficient Intel- 
lectual malijrily lo u«sure Ihcir abil- 
ity to^ profit by Iho experience. Bolli 
men and women arc eligible, Woiiicn 
may apply for appplnlmcnt lo apy 
college or school the universities mcn- 
iloiuil v.lileh ngiilarly admits WOintm 
lo deiiarliiiijjiis of .study.

The Orclieslra 

THERE has been something in the nature 
of a musical revolut ion at McGill in the 
course of the past two years. The re- 
putation of the Conscrvatorium lias been 
widened and the ability of those who carry 
on its work is now much more widely appre- 
ciated than it wasj five years ago. In this 
branch of iiitollortu.".! efforl town and pown 
seem .to. have co-operated to an unusual do 
gree. Monlrealcrs have supported the 
foi-mation of a symphony orchestra which 
may. in time, become one of the city's 
great intangible assets, and are now 
clamoring for a concert hall. 

Ainoiiir students the movement has 
taken the form of a renewed interest in 
everything musical. The Musical Associ- 
ation finds itself able to give concerts by 
.student artists which are applauded by all 
.sections of the undergraduate body. Mem- 
bership in excry one of the musical societies, 
has increased. Music has t.iken precedence 
over' skits and dancing in the Red and 
White Revue. The Choral Society is riding 
the crest of an unprecedented wave of 
poularity and the long comatose Glee Club 
is at last about to function. 

Growing out of the new popularity of 
these enteiiirises comes the necessity for 
a .student ovche&tra, and under the auspices 
of the 3Iu&ical Association a group of 
musicians are being assembled from which 
it is hoped that the McGill Orchestra of the 
future^will .spring. The new organization 
wiliH^^sisted for this first season by a 
small number of professionals who are ex- 
pected to provide the cohesion which 
would naturally be lacking in a group of 
amateurs playing together for the first 
time. 

. They .will be heard first in "Pirates of 
Penzance" and again in the Revue. The 
scheme is one which in the past has always 
been stopped by the consideration that a 
college orchestra can never develop the 
technique which comes only after years of 
constant practice. This may to some extent 
hamper the new organization; but con- 
fident of their abilities and bearing in mind 
that the whole number of musicians will 
never graduate in any single year, the 
Musical As.sociation is progressing with 
its new veriture.

Tho Avearing of clothes sorvoH three distinct 
piu*poses: decorative, modesty and protection, with 
the emphoMls upon tho order named.

i.lie protective or • modest idea, lie, who wears a 
vest lias to do with vested interests. Vmi luive 
Hfiftii those unseenily people, ami tiiere Hfe some on 
the campus, who vear none. Words fall ine When 
I try lu express my contempt of them. , 
ThOMU girls wlio loll on the beuch In the moon- 
light wear no shoos. They havo no souls, hcitrllesH 
crealures. They compare only with tho other kind 
of people who wear no shoos, like the iiiilives of 
.\frlca, who as anyone ,knows have no suiils. Mosl
